PORK PARREL APPROPRIATION 
For want of a better name, th 


measure -which provides for all sort 
of wild cat appropriations, is know 
as the "pork barrel" bill, and any cor 
gressman who fails to be represente- 
by some sort of demand, is cpnsiderei 
recrient .to'his constituency. 


This bill !s always presented, jus 


before congress adjourns, and it 
sure to pass, because so many con 
gressmen 
are 
mutually 
interested 


The bill last year called for fifty-three 
million dollars, and included every- 
thing from rivers and harbors to pub 
lie buildings. 


Senator Theodore E. Burton of Ohio 


contributes an article to the "World's 
"Work" for February, on "Pork Barre 
Appropriations," which is inteiesting 
reading. 
He claims that the average 


congressman is expected to secure an 
appropriation of at least $100,000 foi 
his district, every term, and after dis 
cussing our eleven navy-yards and 
other extravagances, says: 


"The Red River in Louisiana, Ar 


kansas and Texas is another example 
of ill-advised improvements. The gov- 
ernment has expended about $3,000,000 
on that stream. 
For the year 1911 


traffic over this stretch of -176 miles 
below Fulton Harbor, aside from the 
sawpogs which could be floated with- 
out any improvements, was 10 tons pf 
grain, 16 tons of provisions, 26 toils ol 
fish, and 10 tons of ice. In all, 02 tons 
were tarried on these 4TG miles of 
river. The River and Harbor bill of 
3912 
carries 
an 
appropriation • of 


?50,000 for this stretch of the Red 
river. That is at the rate of $806 for 
every ton of merchandise or grain car- 
vied on that river the preceding year. 
The amount expended for the year is 
practically eight times as much as all 
the value of the merchandise and 
freight carried. Two years ago it was 
835 tons, but it dropped to 02 tons in 
1911. 


"Magnificent public buildings are 


erected in small towns and inaccessi- 
ble country seats, not because they 
are needed, not because the public 
service will suffer from lack of them. 
—but because a congressman 
feels 


that he should bring home something 
to his district from the public treasury 
to show his constituents that he is 
alive to their welfare and is alert, at. 
Washington. Political benefits rather 
than governmental'necessities are the 
motives uppermost in framing these 
bills. Let me cite the instances of a 
few unjustified public 'buildings scat- 
tered here and there through the coun- 
try. 
Statesville, N. C.. with a popu- 


lation of less than 6,000. boasts a 
public building which, together with 
the lot, cost $77.137. Biloxi, Miss., is 
proud ot the iniinificense of a govern- 
ment which has expended $125,000 for 
a public building in that city of nine 
thousand souls. Aberdeen, in that 
same state, can boast of the efficiency 
of its representative in congress who 
secured from the public vaults 
the 


sum of $78,763 for its public building. 
Aberdeen is a delightful Southern vil- 
lage of about four thousand inhabi- 
tants.

"Pierre,^S. D.. is typical. There are 


4,200.people in that town. It has cost 
the government', for a building and 
site in Pierre, $175,091. The interest 
on the investment is approximately 
$7,000 a year. Is it at a" surprising 
that this is becoming probably the 
most extravagant government in the 
world ?"
